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Procedure  for  All  Conference  Issue 
and  General  Sessions 

1.  The  working  sessions  of  the  Governor's  Conference  will  be 
composed  of  four  issue  sessions  and  four  general  sessions. 

2.  Each  of  the  issue  sessions  will  focus  on  one  of  the  five  issues 
previously  identified  by  the  Conference  Planning  Committee. 
Delegates  are  assigned  to  three  issues  sessions. 

3.  Issue  sessions  will  be  led  by  trained  facilitators.  The  role  of  the 
facilitator  is  to  lead  the  discussion  and  to  assist  the  group  in 
reaching  closure  on  the  issues.  The  facilitator  for  each  issue 
session  will  be  assisted  by  a resource  person  and  a recorder.  The 
role  of  the  resource  person  is  to  assist  the  group  with  objective 
and  factual  background  information  about  the  issues  under  dis- 
cussion. The  role  of  the  recorders  in  the  first  three  issue  sessions 
is  to  keep  a record  of  the  discussion  and  to  report  the  results.  In 
the  fourth  issue  session  the  recorder  will  keep  a record  of  the 
discussion,  as  well  as  project  appropriate  wording  using  trans- 
parencies when  necessary  to  assist  the  group  in  resolution  for- 
mulation. 

4.  Facilitators,  recorders  and  resource  persons  who  are  not  Delegates 
may  participate  in  the  issue  discussions  but  will  not  have  a vote 
in  the  group's  decisions. 

5.  Each  of  the  first  three  issue  session  groups  will  identify  and 
discuss  three  to  five  major  needs  and  develop  some  possible 
solutions  to  resolve  those  needs. 

6.  At  the  fourth  session  groups  will  review  the  prioritized  needs 
from  each  of  the  first  three  issue  sessions,  add  any  they  feel  are 
important,  then  select  the  top  needs  and  the  best  solutions  to 
meet  those  needs.  This  information  will  be  provided  to  the 
Resolutions  Committee  at  5:00  pm  on  Friday.  The  committee  will 
prepare  the  proper  resolution  language  for  those  resolutions  to  be 
presented.  Copies  of  all  the  resolutions  will  be  distributed  to  the 
Delegates  prior  to  breakfast  on  Saturday  morning. 

7.  Passage  of  any  action  at  all  general  sessions  and  in  all  issue 
sessions  will  require  a simple  majority  of  those  present  and 
eligible  to  vote. 

8.  All  general  sessions  will  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's 
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Rules  of  Order,  Modern  Edition,  Completely  Revised  by  Darwin 
Patnode. 

9.  Written  minority  reports  will  be  allowed  on  any  matter.  A sum- 
mary of  these  reports  will  be  a part  of  the  Conference  Proceed- 
ings. 

10.  The  resolutions  approved  at  the  general  session  on  Saturday 
morning  will  comprise  the  "official  product"  of  the  Conference, 
and  will  be  presented  to  Governor  Casey  during  the  closing 
ceremonies. 


Process  for  Developing 
Conference  Resolutions 

1.  For  the  first  three  issue  sessions  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  Friday 
morning  the  Delegates  are  assigned  to  the  numbered  groups  of 
their  choice  as  identified  on  the  outside  of  the  ticket  envelope 
received  at  registration.  In  these  sessions  they  are  to: 

a.  review  the  issues  that  have  been  identified  in  the  Forums 
Summary 

b.  add  any  important  issues  not  in  the  Summary 

c.  select  three  to  five  issues  which  they  feel  are  most  important 

d.  develop  a possible  solution  for  each  of  the  critical  issues. 

At  this  point  the  Delegates  are  not  to  write  actual  resolutions. 

2.  For  the  fourth  issue  session  on  Friday  afternoon  Delegates  are  to 
decide  which  session  they  would  like  to  attend.  Tickets  will  be 
available  by  the  four  categories  of  Delegates  on  a first  come  basis. 
These  sessions  will  immediately  follow  lunch. 

3.  At  the  fourth  session  Delegates  are  to: 

a.  review  the  identified  issues  and  solutions  from  the  first  three 
sessions 

b.  add  any  additional  issues  and  solutions 

c.  develop  five  to  seven  resolutions,  assign  responsibihty,  and 
identify  a timeframe  for  implementation. 

Delegates  should  not  worry  about  language;  this  is  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

4.  Any  other  resolutions  that  individual  Delegates  may  develop  must 
be  presented  in  writing  to  any  member  of  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee prior  to  7:00  p.m.  on  Friday.  The  resolution  must  include  the 
signatures  of  fifteen  other  Delegates  who  support  it.

5.  The  Resolutions  Committee  will  consider  all  proposals  and  de- 
velop the  actual  wording  for  the  resolutions  to  be  presented.  These 
resolutions  will  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  Delegates  prior  to 
breakfast  on  Saturday  morning. 

6.  The  resolutions  will  be  brought  to  the  Delegate  body  for  voting  at 
the  General  Session  on  Saturday  morning. 

7.  At  the  General  Session  Delegates  will  decide  which  of  the  resolu- 
tions they  wish  to  adopt  as  presented  and  \diich  they  wish  to 
discuss.  The  resolutions  to  be  discussed  will  be  voted  on  after  the 
other  resolutions  have  been  adopted  by  consent. 

8.  All  adopted  resolutions  will  be  presented  to  Governor  Casey  at  the 
Saturday  afternoon  session  and  become  part  of  the  official  actions 
of  the  Conference. 


Nominations  Process  for 
White  House  Conference  Delegates 
and  Alternates 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  five  Delegates  who  have 
not  expressed  an  interest  in  being  White  House  Conference  Dele- 
gates, will  meet  at  2:00  pm  on  Friday,  September  14. 

2.  They  will  prepare  a slate  of  nine  Delegate  candidates  for  each  of 
the  four  categories:  general  public;  public  officials,  friends/trustees 
and  other  supporters  of  libraries;  and  library  and  information 
services  personnel.  All  Conference  Delegates  and  Honorary  Dele- 
gates will  be  eligible  for  consideration.  The  committee  will  strive  to 
make  the  slate  representative  of  the  diversity  of  the  state  popula- 
tion. 

3.  This  slate  will  be  posted  in  the  A/B  Salon  Assembly  Foyer  by  6:00 
pm  Friday. 

4.  The  Nominating  Committee  slate  will  be  presented  to  the  Delega- 
tion at  the  8:45  pm  session  on  Friday.  Nominations  will  also  be 
taken  from  the  floor.  Nominations  from  the  floor  must  have  the 
written  consent  of  the  person  nominated  and  fifteen  signatures  of 
other  Delegates  and  Honorary  Delegates  who  support  the  candi- 
date. These  names  will  be  added  to  the  slate  developed  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  and  a ballot  prepared. 
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5.  Ballots  will  be  provided  to  each  Delegate  and  Honorary  Delegate  at 
breakfast  on  Saturday  morning.  Delegates  will  vote  for  seven 
candidates  in  each  category.  The  seven  Delegates  having  the  high- 
est votes  in  each  category  will  be  elected  as  White  House  Confer- 
ence Delegates  and  the  next  two  highest  will  be  Alternates.  Com- 
pleted ballots  must  be  placed  in  the  ballot  box  by  9:00  am.  If,  for 
any  reason,  a Delegate  must  resign  prior  to  the  White  House 
Conference,  the  next  highest  Alternate  will  become  a Delegate. 

6.  The  Elections  Committee  will  count  the  ballots  and  announce  the 
results  during  the  9:00  to  11:00  Saturday  morning  session. 

7.  Those  elected  will  be  provided  with  Delegate  ribbons  at  the 
registration  desk  immediately  following  the  morning  session. 
They  will  then  participate  in  a photo  session  and  be  available  to 
meet  informally  with  other  Conference  participants  from  11:30  to 
12:00  am. 

8.  White  House  Conference  Delegates  and  Alternates  will  attend  a 
training  session  to  be  held  in  the  Harrisburg  area  in  January,  1991, 
attend  a regional  training  session  in  Plymouth,  Massachusetts, 
April  12-14, 1991,  and  participate  in  The  White  House  Conference 
in  Washington,  DC,  from  July  9-13,  1991.

LAWRENCE  KAAGAN 


Lawrence  Kaagan  is  president  of  Kaagan  Research  Associates, 
a social  research,  polling  and  consulting  firm  in  New  York. 

From  1978  to  1989,  he  was  with  the  Yankelovich  research 
organization  where,  as  Senior  Vice  President,  he  directed  the  firm's 
work  in  public  policy  analysis,  environmental  scanning  and  opinion 
research  on  political,  corporate  and  social  issues.  He  has  conducted 
analyses  of  public  and  opinion-leader  attitudes  on  regulation,  eco- 
nomics, consumerism,  and  the  social  performance  of  American  cor- 
porations. He  served  as  a consultant  to  the  American  Association  of 
Museums  landmark  study  of  the  role  of  cultural  institutions,  the 
report  on  Museums  in  the  Year  2000. 

Mr.  Kaagan  has  conducted  seminars  on  American  political 
opinion  at  the  Brookings  Institution,  the  Columbia  University  Gradu- 
ate School  of  Journalism,  and  the  International  Institute  for  Strategic 
Studies.  He  has  written  and  lectured  widely  on  social  trends  and 
public  opinion  in  the  areas  of  electoral  politics,  environmental  policy, 
education  and  foreign  affairs.  He  collaborated  with  Daniel  Yankelo- 
vich on  the  1981  book.  New  Rules. 

A graduate  of  the  Medill  School  of  Journalism  at  Northwest- 
ern University,  Mr.  Kaagan  was  a post-graduate  research  director  at 
Northwestern's  Center  for  Urban  Affairs,  and  a research  fellow  of  the 
Public  Agenda  Foundation.  He  has  been  a visiting  professor  at 
Villanova  University,  and  a planning  consultant  to  the  Wharton 
School.

CATHARINE  R.  STIMPSON 


Catharine  R.  Stimpson  is  University  Professor,  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School,  and  Vice  Provost  for  Graduate  Education  at  Rutgers, 
The  State  University  of  New  Jersey/New  Brunswick.  Now  the  editor 
of  a book  series  for  the  University  of  Chicago  Press,  she  was  the 
founding  editor  of  Signs:  Journal  of  Women  in  Culture  and  Society  from 
1974-80. 

Professor  Stimpson  was  the  first  director  of  the  Women's 
Center  of  Barnard  College  and  of  the  Institute  for  Research  on 
Women  at  Rutgers.  The  author  of  a novel.  Class  Notes  (1979, 1980),  the 
editor  of  seven  books,  she  has  also  published  over  125  monographs, 
essays,  stories,  and  reviews  in  such  places  as  Transatlantic  Review. 
Nation,  New  York  Times  Book  Review,  Critical  Inquiry,  and  boundary  2. 
Professor  Stimpson  has  lectured  at  over  250  institutions  and  events  in 
the  United  States  and  abroad.  Her  public  service  has  included  the 
chairpersonships  of  the  New  York  State  Council  for  the  Humanities, 
the  National  Council  for  Research  on  Women,  and  the  Ms.  Magazine 
Board  of  Scholars.  She  is  President-Elect  of  the  Modern  Language 
Association. 

Educated  at  Bryn  Mawr  College,  Cambridge  University,  and 
Columbia  University,  the  holder  of  honorary  degrees  from  Upsala  and 
Monmouth  Colleges,  she  has  also  held  Fulbright  and  Rockefeller 
Humanities  Fellowships.

SUSAN  STAMBERG 


Susan  Stamberg  is  Special  Correspondent  for  National  Public 
Radio  where,  most  recently,  she  hosted  WEEKEND  EDITION,  NPR's 
Sunday  morning  newsmagazine,  from  its  premiere  in  January  1987 
through  October  1989. 

For  14  years  Ms.  Stamberg  was  co-host  of  NPR's  award-win- 
ning newsmagazine  ALL  THINGS  CONSIDERED.  Her  Every  Night  at 
Five:  Susan  Stamberg's  ALL  THINGS  CONSIDERED  Book,  published  in 
1982,  describes  ten  of  her  23  years  of  work  in  public  radio.  She  has 
hosted  a number  of  series  on  PBS,  and  moderated  three  Fred  Rogers 
adult  television  specials.  Susan  Stamberg  was  the  first  woman  to 
anchor  a national  nightly  news  program  in  the  United  States.  Prior  to 
joining  NPR,  she  served  as  producer,  program  director,  and  general 
manager  of  WAMU-FM,  in  Washington,  DC. 

The  recipient  of  every  major  broadcasting  award,  Ms.  Stam- 
berg has  received  the  Edward  R.  Murrow  Award  from  the  Corpora- 
tion for  Public  Broadcasting,  and  the  Ohio  State  Awards'  Golden 
Anniversary  Director's  Award.  In  1986,  she  received  a Jefferson 
Fellowship  for  Journalism  from  East-West  Center  in  Hawaii.  She  was 
cited  by  Ms.  Magazine  as  "One  of  the  80  Women  to  Watch  in  the 
1980s." 

Ms.  Stamberg  received  a bachelor's  degree  from  Barnard  Col- 
lege, and  has  been  awarded  numerous  honorary  degrees  including  a 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  from  Dartmouth  College.  She  is  a Fellow 
of  Silliman  College,  Yale  University,  and  serves  on  the  Board  of  the 
PEN/Faulkner  Fiction  Award  Foundation.
